But, what now has begun to 
happen in the Deep South is that 
local judges, ‘‘bone of our bone 
and flesh of eur flesh,’ have be- 
gun to rule.

Now, five years 
after a Supreme Court decision, 
native jurists in the various states 
are handing down decisions. They 
are judges familiar with Southern 
traditions. They are aware of the 
massive resistance. It is quite 
likely they are entirely out of

But, acting under oath, and 
charged with supporting the Con- 
stitution, they are notifying the 
states involved that the govern- 
ment of the United States and its 
institutions of law are still in 
force. The Constitution, as _ in- 
terpreted by the Supreme Court, 
is a mandate on both state courts 
and federal. 


This comes as a shock to many 
thousands of persons who have 
been fed everything but the truth. 

Some of these leaders have 
urged upon the people of their 
states that they refuse ‘“‘to sur- 
render,’’ as a matter of principle. 


Historical Precedent 


This overlooks a_ historical 
precedent, if anyone is interested. 

It was the noble Robert E. Lee, 
hero to both the South and the 
North, who, against the ad- 
vice and wishes of most of his 
staff, determined to surrender at 
Appomattox. He himself was 
heartbroken. But, he said, he knew 
further resistance could result 


-only in greater harm to the South. 


So, because he loved the South 
more than he did his own Career, 
his own feelings, his pride, he 
spent a night in prayer and then 
wrote out the offer of surrender. 


He did not abandon his prin- 
ciples. He did not thereby say 
that he believed the opposition to 
be “‘right.’’ But, he was first of 
all a man of integrity. Therefore, 
he surrendered to save the South

Have Work Cut Out 


Georgia's General Assembly was wel- 
comed to Atlanta yesterday and members 
ef the House and Senate lost no time in 
getting organized for a session in which 
much has to be done. 

Today Gov.-elect Ernest Vandiver will 
be inaugurated. He will spell out his leg- 
islative plans and the “State of the State” 
in an address Thursday. While these 
plans have not been disclosed in their en- 
tirety, public statements by the governor- 
elect and reports by special committees 
indicate a pattern of work leading to 
extensive reorganization. 

Again there will be the agonizing 
question of education and preservation of 
the public schools. The administration and 
the Assembly must find a way to prevent 
destruction of a system built at great 
eost and sacrifice by the people. 

Streamlining state government and re- 
organization-—department by department 
—certainly are part of the new admin- 
istration’s plans. No one seems to know 
the exact situation regarding state fi- 
nances but it's obvious the present lax 
structure cannot support spending at the 
present rate. : 

Effecting economies and efficiency can 
gave millions, if legislative studies are to 
he believed. Whether these can bring 
spending into line with revenues or 
whether drastic cuts in department budg- 
ets must be made are problems which 
must be met head on in the next few 
da\s. 

Examination of the report of Sen. 
Trotters Committee on Government Op- 
erations shows clearly many areas In 
which taxpayers funds can be saved. Es- 
pecially revealing is the seclion devoted 
tao the State Highway Department in 
which 23 recommendations were made. 
These are minimum requirements for 
bringing the department into line with 
reality. Unless this can be done, Georgia 
never will be able to finance a road pro 
gram to match the state’s needs. 

Several recommendations ‘regarding 
roads made note of the high cost of poli- 
fics in construction, The committee sug- 
gested that all future construction “on 
the state highway system be based upon 
studied needs rather than political exve- 
diency.” No one can argue sensibly 
against the soundness of that suggestion. 

Sa as the General Assembly settles 
dewn to its task, Georgians hail inaugu- 
ration of the new governor, Ernest Van- 
diver. He has a great opportunity and a 
great challenge. Supporting him end the 
General Assembly are the prayers and 
good wishes of all citizens.

Clarkston — The land-gouger 
controversy reminds me of a tale 
from the railroad-building days 
when a line was to be built from 
central Texas to the Gulf.

Residents of these towns, aware 
of these facts, felt confident the 
new railway would traverse that 
line and all would be well.

Some miles away the residents 
of another line of towns were 
eager to have a railway line built 
through their midst. In fact, so 
eager were they that they ganged 
up in an all-out endeavor to get 
the huilders-to-be to come their 
way. As inducements, they of- 
fered to aid in acquiring rights- 
of-way and to do whatever they 
could to facilitate the establish- 
ment of the devoutly desired trans- 
portation line.

Molotov’s Mistakes 
Entangle Mikoyan 


WASHINGTON — In his conversations 


last week, Anastas I. 
deputy premier, 


this underscores one of the great 


history. 
It was 14 years ago that the 
late Sen. Arthur H. Vandenberg, 


Republican of Michigan, proposed 
that the United States sign a 
treaty with the Soviet Union to 
keep Germany permanently demil- 
itarized. This was followed, first 
by a formal offer of such a treaty 
for 25 vears and then by a second 
offer of a 45-year treaty, both 
of which were rejected by Mi- 
kovan's former associates in the 
Kremlin. 

“Why.” asked Mikovan, ‘‘can 
the United States not understand 
that the Soviet Union cannot be in- 
different to the rearmament of 
the Germans?” 

The answer, of course, is that 
the United States has understood 
this ever since the end of World 
War II and the testimony of Sen. 
Vandenberg and former Secretary 
of State James F. Byrnes illus- 
trates the point even more effec- 
tively now than when they tried to 
deal with the German problem at 
the end of the war. — 

“Fear of reborn German ag- 
gression in the years to come.” 
Sen. Vandenberg said on Jan. 10, 
1945, “is at the base of most of 
our contemporary frictions. It is 
a perfectly human and justified 
fear. 

“T propose that we meet this 
problem conclusively and at once. 
There is no reason to wait. Amer- 
ica has this same self-interest in 
permanently, conclusively and ef- 
fectively disarming Germany and 
Japan. | know of no reason why a 
hard and fast treaty between the 


Mikovan. a Soviet first 
repeatedly emphasized his coun- | 
trv's opposition to the nuclear rearmament of Germany. In fact. 


to come to his side. To this end 
he intends to undertake a whole 
series of ‘fireside’’ TV talks to 
the nation during the present 


session 

Kkisenhower's judgment is that 
the new, heavily Democratic 
Congress is likely to have second 
thoughts on heavy spending and

Vandenberg and the other 
leading senators on the Foreign 
Relations Committee, Mr. Byrnes 
sent drafts of the treaty to Mos- 
cow, London and Paris in Feb- 
ruary, 1946, 


In April of that vear in Paris, 
Molotov told Byrnes that the 
treaty was ‘“‘inadequate’’—that it 
Should be for at least 40 years. 
Mr. Byrnes made it 45. Britain 
and France agreed, but Mr. Molo- 
tov found one reason after an- 
other for objecting. 

Mikoyan told the guests at a 
private party dinner here last. 
week, “We have made some: 
mistakes of act and policy."’ He 
did not refer to the treaty offer; 
nobody did. But Molotov's actions 
could have been one of them.

Polk County, a northwest border county, was created from 
Floyd and Paulding counties in 1851, ranking 95th in order of cre- 
ation. It was named for James K. Polk, 11th President of the 
United States. | 


Cedartown, the county seat, was the site of a Cherokee Indian 
village. White settlers were attracted because of its large spring 
that still furnishes the city all its water. Much slate is quarried 

at Rockmart. Van Wert, a suburb of Rockmart, 
was once the county seat of Paulding County. 


Polk County has 32,900 residents (1957 estl- 

mate), ranking 22nd in population (1950 census). 

Cedartown has 10,300 residents (1957 estimate). 

Other towns in the county are Esom Hill, Akers, Aragon, Fish, 
Seney and Etna. 


Polk County covers 321 square miles, ranking 97th in size. 
There were 1,253 farms, averaging 95 acres, in the county in 1955. 
Main crops are cotton, corn and small grains. However, in Polk 
as in many other Georgia counties, cotton is losing its importance 
to farm income to livestock raising. Almost 44 per cent: of the 
farm acreage is in woodlands and 21 per cent in harvested crop- 
lands.

The trump suit seems to wield 


a strange hypnotic influence over 
many declarers. They don’t mind 
losing a trick in a side suit, 
but it seems to be:a blot on their 
escutcheon to lose a trick in the 
trump suit. Countless hands have 
been lost because of the desire 
to take an early trump finesse. 


Today's bidding requires little 
comment..:.When South forced to 
game with his jump to two no 
trump, North decided to offer his 
partner a choice of contracts by 
giving a delaved heart raise. If 
South had only a four card suit, 
he was at liberty to return to no 


trump. 

The queen of diamonds was 
opened and won. in dummy. A 
trump was led to the ace, the 
purpose being to postpone the 


finesse until the second round of 
the suit. 


Declarer realized, 


to the dummy, 
with the jack of spades. Fast per- 
mitted him to hold the trick but 
won the continuation with the ace 
and shifted to a trump. South 
changed his mind about finessing 
and went up with the king. Dum- 
my was entered with the king of 
diamonds and on the king of 
the losing diamond was 
shed. The club finesse was then 
tried and when West took the 
trick, he drew dummy’s last 
trump. The total casualties were 
two clubs, a heart and a spade. 


The queen of hearts should 
nave been declarer’s last con- 
cern. He should plan to lose at 
most a club, a heart and a spade. 
On winning the diamond opening, 
he should first drive out the ace 
of spades. East will presumably 
return a trump. Declarer wins and 
enters the dummy with a diamond 
to take his discard on the high 
spade. Now the club finesse is 
tried and, even though it loses, 
the defense cannot prevent the 
declarer from ruffing his_ losing 
club in the dummy. If necessary 
the trump finesse can be taken at 
the end.

Severe Earthquakes 


Coming to Georgia? 


You may think you've been all shook up, but consider the 
people of New Madrid, Mo., back in 1811. They managed somehow 
to live through an earthquake which lasted for 15 months. Nobody 
really knows the extent of the damage or the loss of life, as the 
area was sparsely populated at the time. The ‘quake did change 
the course of the mighty Mississippi. 


What brought all this up was a report by Dr. Charles §. 
Richter of the California Institute of Technology. Dr. Richter, who 
is considered one of the nation's leading seismologists, released a 
map showing the areas where the most damaging earthquakes in 
the country might sometime be expected. 


Spang in the Middle Sits Atlanta 


And Atlanta and all of north Georgia is right spang in the 
middle of the map. 


And all that granite” Well, it was too much. I went over to the 
State Department of Geology, Mines and Mining and talked to the 
experts over there, including Capt. Garland Peyton, and Drs. A. S. 
Furcron and Vernon J. Hurst. 


Dr. Furcron agreed that Dr. Richter was the best in his field, 
but “he's been too general this time. He evidently is cartograph- 
ically connecting up the New Madrid earthquake and the earth- 
quake in Charleston, S.C., in 1886 and the beit includes this area.’’

deep in a lake or river a bass will live and how 
deep it can be caught. For 
years I've heard the experts 
claim that the largemouth, fa- 
vorite of many southern an- 
glers, are never taken deeper 
than 20 to 25 feet. For just as 
many years, Jack Hogg, Ray 
Barnes, Johnny Huff, Weyman 
Hewatt, et al., have been snag- 
ging bass regularly at Lake 
Burton in 50 and 60 feet of 
water. 

The anglers with whom I've a So 
talked all agree that most of Charles Eliiott 
the time you'll find the cooperative largemouths 
in depths less than 25 feet. This is when the tem- 
peratures at that range are more to their liking. 
In hot weather or cold, they are reasonably sure 
to be much deeper, and the angler who fishes 
for them in the springholes, channels and on the 
40, 50 and 60 foot points in a lake, will sometimes 
produce where the shoreline fisherman comes 
back to the dock with an empty stringer. 


This was emphasized a couple of weeks ago 
by a fellow named Sam Welch, who lives over 
in northern Arkansas and fishes Bull Lake, 
thought by some to be the top largemouth lake 
in the country. One of Sam’s friends had an in- 
teresting experience with deep bass and he passed 
it along for what it was worth. It may give you a

If they’re not there, look in the water from 
6 to 12 feet, then from 12 to 30 feet. Keep on 
fishing until you drag the deepest bottom in the 
lake.
